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RURAL COFFEE COUNTY TO GET AT LEAST FIVE DRY FIRE HYDRANTS 


Shortage of funds forecast sends commission scurrying

At the present time, it appears 
that Coffee County will be short by 
approximately $125,000 when the 
first installment on the new county 
jail comes due. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose, prior 
to Monday's commission meeting, 
had asked the county administrator, 
Wilson Mobley, to obtain the figures 
on how much revenue the $35 addi- 
tion to all court costs would produce 
with in a year's time. 

The $35 increase in all court costs 
was approved by the people of Cof- 
fee County in last year's general 
election. Revenue collected from 
this source is to be used in funding 
the new county jail presently under 
construction in New Brockton. 

Mobley's research revealed, that 
based on the past five months collec- 
tion history, the projected revenue 
that will be collected in twelve 
months from the increased court cost 
is $115,000. 

Coffee County's yearly obligation 
to retire the bond issue funding the 
new county jail is $240,000 for the 
next twenty years. 

Based on the information above, 
Dubose said, "It appears that it's (the 
$35 court cost increase) not going to 
work!" 

"I would asked that the commis- 
sion pass a resolution asking our leg- 
islative delegation to pass a 1/2¢ 
sales tax," said Dubose. 

"It's certainly not the political 
thing to do, but I think it's the best 
thing for Coffee County," he said. 

Coffee County's legislative dele- 
gation consists of State Representa- 
tive Jimmy Holley and State Senator 
E. C. "Crum" Foshee 

Originally, the commission had 


enacted a 1/2¢ sales tax to tund the 
new jail, but this was later repealed 
after the circuit courts ruled that the 
commission did not have the authori- 
ty to enact the tax. The legality of 
the tax was contested in the courts 
by a group of "concerned citizens”, 

The lower court's decision is pres- 
ently on appeal to the Alabama State 
Supreme Court. 

The commissioners rejected Du- 
bose's resolution, but they did agree 
that they should request a mecting 
with Representative Holley and Sen- 
ator Foshee to discuss their dilemma. 

Coffee County Engineer Mark 
Pool also presented a "gloomy" fi- 
nancial picture for the commission- 
ers. He said, "Things are not looking 
good. If the present trend continues, 
it appears we'll be short approxi- 
mately $161,000 of our budgeted in- 
come.” 

Pool stated that the flood damage 
repair is costing considerably more 
than FEMA (Federal Emergency 
Management Agency) has allowed. 
He attributed a portion of this addi- 


‘ tional cost to the increased in the 


price of gasoline and diesel fuel. 

"If things do not turn around,” 
Pool said, "there will be a severe cut- 
back in the highway department af- 
ter the flood work is complete." He 
estimated this work to be completed 
by July Ist, "hopefully". 

The commissioners agreed, upon 
Pool's request, to transfer $40,000 
from the debt retirement fund to the 
heavy equipment repair fund. Re- 


pairs costs have already exceeded’ 


the estimated amounts. 

In addition to all of the above, 
Pool told the commissioners, "We 
have 220 miles of paved roads, old 
farm-to-market roads, that need re- 
surfacing now, but the funds are just 
not there!" 

In concluding his report to the 


commissioners, he told them that the 
drug testing program for county em- 
ployees needs to. be completed, 

"We can spot test new employees, 
but we can't old employees - this 
needs to be changed," Pool said. 

Byron Herring, president of the 
Coffee County Firefighters’ Associa- 
tion, and Bruce Bowden with the Al- 
abama Forestry Commission were 
present at Monday's commission 
meeting. 

The purpose of their visit was to 
discuss the installation of five dry 
hydrants in rural areas of Coffee 
County. 

A dry hydrant is a non- 
pressurized pipe system permanently 
installed in an existing lake, pond, 
stream, or river. These hydrants are 
for fire protection in rural areas 
where city or community water sys- 
tems do not exist. 

Bowden told the commission that 
the State of Alabama and the Appa- 
lachian Regional Commission have 
provided funds to purchase enough 
pipe and materials to construct at 
least five dry hydrants in all 67 Ala- 
bama counties. The cost of each hy- 
drant is estimated to be approximate- 
ly $500. 

The county was asked to assist in 
the installation of these "dry hy- 
drants" by providing a back-hoe and 
operator, one load of gravel, and that 
the county engineer inspect the in- 
stallation, 

Both Herring and Bowden felt 
that this measure would provide im- 
proved fire protection for life and 
property in rural Coffee County. 
Also, reduction in some rural resi- 
dents' insurance premiums might 
possibly be realized. 

Proposed sites for dry hydrants in 
Coffee County are: Coffee County 
Lake to serve the Elba Fire Dept., 
Lake Hullon which will serve Bat-

Elba continues to move forward in its 
recovery from the March '90 flood 


The Elba city council moved an- 
other step closer to complete recov- 
ery from the March 1990 flood Mon- 
day evening by accepting bids on 
rebuilding of the concession stand/ 
scorers booth for the ball diamonds 
at Legion Field. 

Only two bidders responded to 
the request for bids on the block two 


story building. R. J. Lott Construc- 
tion of Elba was low bidder at 
$13,262, which included all painting 
inside and outside. 

The only other bidder was Cidco, 
of Samson, which was the successful 
bidder on the remodeling of the city 
hall, police station and fire depart- 
ment buildings. 


In other action the council ap- 
proved a plan to erect a sign in a 
prominent roadside location honor- 
ing the American soldiers serving in 
the Middle East. The proposed sign 
will contain the names of any know 
area serviceman serving in the com- 
bat zone. 

The names listed in The Elba 
Clipper will be included plus any 
others supplied to city hall. 

City officials also plan to write 
personal letters to all area service 
men serving in the war zone.

An auction of unused city equip- 
ment will be held on Saturday, 
March 9th, according to an an- 
nouncement by Mayor Fred Moore.

Moore reported that the police de- 
partment has tagged 52 abandoned 
vehicles as part of the clean-up pro- 
ject approved in December.

mishaps." 

During Fiscal Year 1990, about 
110 patients were transported, with 
the team flying 1,053 hours. 

Tanner said that another of the di- 
vision's missions is aeromedical 
(Medevac) in support of the Areo- 


medical Center and Rucker. 

"Our mission, which is similar to 
those of other aeromedical evacua- 
tion units, involves transporting pa- 
tients to specialized medical centers 
throughout the southeast U. S. The 
team transported 123 medevac pa- 
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tients with 393 flight hours during 
FY90," Tanner said. 

The division also has the mission 
of wansporting the Fort Rucker Ex- 
plosive Ordinance Disposal team in 
response to requests from law en- 
forcement agencies. They have re- 
sponded to calls at the Montgomery, 

# Alabama airport and the federal pris- 
on near Marianna, Florida. 

Probably the most visible mission 
of the Air Ambulance Division, cer- 
tainly in the Wiregrass Area, is 
MAST (Military Assistance to Safe- 
ty and Traffic). 

The MAST program is the joint 
endeavor of Fort Rucker and its ci- 
vilian neighbors for quick response 
and transportauon for injured vic- 
tims of medical emergencies, what- 
ever the cause. 

That includes natural disasters 
like the March 17 flood at Elba, Ala- 
.bama. After receiving calls for assis- 
tance from the local law enforce- 
ment agencies and rescue squads, the 
division immediately launched one 
aircraft. Within two hours, four of 
the division's seven UH-1V's were 
responding to calls for assistance in 
rescuing citizens, providing commu- 
nicauions relay and providing much- 
needed supplies and services to Elba 
and other Wiregrass comraunities. 

The division's flood relief mis- 
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critical flood sites; and performing 
resupply missions between Rucker 
and surrounding communities. Dur- 
ing the flood crisis, the division flew 
67.7 hours during 42 separate mis- 
sions, 

During FY90, Air Ambulance Di- 
vision logged a total of 3,088 flight 
hours for their mission, Of that total, 
1,053 hours were crash rescue mis- 
sions, 392.5 hours were Medevac 
missions, 215 hours for MAST mis- 
sions; 1,222 for normal proficiency 
training; and 123 hours in mainte- 
nance test flights. 

Division personnel transported a 
total of 319 patients during the year. 

In addition to the award for safe 
flying, the unit has also been nomi- 
nated for the Army Aviation Associ- 
ation of America’s “Outstanding

I appreciate the value of the First 
Amendment and, certainly, America 
would not be America without it.

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Rev. John Lindsey To Retire From 


The Ministry On. 


The following is excerpted from an 
article that appeared in The Hunts 
ville Times on January 19, 1991

When the Rev, John Lindsey, pas- 
tor of Jackson Way Baptist Church 
her, was visiting in Fayetteville, 
Tenn., he went shopping for a pair of 
shoes. 

While he was trying to decide 
whether to purchase a pair, the sales 
clerk, making her best pitch, said, 
“Those shoes sure would look good 
on television,” 

Even though Jackson Way's Sun- 
day morning services have been 
broadcast live by WAAY-TY for the 
past 20 years and Rev. Lindsey has 
been the “host” since 1978, he is al- 
ways surprised when strangers rec- 
ognize him from the television 
broadcast. 

“T really have to be on my toes at 
all times.” he said with a laugh. “I 
can't go anywhere without someone 
telling me they've seen me on televi- 
sion, But it still surprises me when | 
go to places like Fayetteville when 
someone recognizes me.” 

Unlike most “TV evangelists,” 
Lindsey does not plead for money to 
be sent to keep the broadcast on each 
week. It is a ministry that is entirely 
funded by -jackson Way Baptist 
church, 

“Tt is expensive, but we don't ask 
for any money to support it,” said 
Lindsey. “It is just a ministry we be- 
lieve is a vital one. A lot of people 
who see us on television end up vis- 
iting and joining our church.” 

Lindsey will be making his final 
TV appearance as Jackson Way's 
minister January 27, since he will re- 
tire January 31. 

Lindsey, a native of Elba in South 
Alabama, leaves Huntsville with 
mixed emotions, as he had when he 
first came here in 1978. 

“When we left Montgomery in 
1978, it was very difficult telling our 
parents we were moving to Hunts- 
ville,” said Lindsey. “but this is 
where I felt the Lord was leading me 
and I had to answer the call.” 

Now, it's just as difficult leaving 
Huntsville as it was coming here be- 
cause this is home now. Since most 
of our family, including our children 
and grandchildren, are living in 
South alabama we felt we wanted to 
be closer to them and to be able to 
see about my mother.” 

The Lindsey's will make their 
home in Montgomery following his 
retirement. 

Most of Lindsey's life and early 
ministry was spent in Montgomery 
and South Alabama, where his 100- 
year-old mother, Mrs. Minnie May 
Lindsey, still lives, despite losing 
her home in the 1990 Elba flood. 

Lindsey and a crew of about 30 
members from Jackson Way went to 
Elba to rebuild his mother's home. It 
was her second time to be wiped out 
by a flood. 

“T certainly will not miss the ad- 
ministrative part of being a minister. 
I've never enjoyed that aspect of it, 
but it was something that had to be 
done,” he said. 

Lindsey said he did not believe he 
had other ministerial qualities, espe- 
cially after he had just graduated 
from Auburn University with a de- 
gree in engineering when he first felt

the call to preach. 

“Tl didn't feel I had the qualities to 
be in the ministry, and I still feel 
more like a lay person,” he said. 
But the Lord has done what He 
wanted done in spite of my short- 
comings.” 

Lindsey enlisted in the Navy at 
17 and was on the Battleship Mis- 
souri for three years in the mid- 
1940's, After being discharged from 
the Navy, he graduated from Auburn 
in 1948. From there he was hired to 
work at Dorsey Trailers, where he 
met his future wife. 

Although she didn't agree to mar- 
ry a preacher in the beginning, Juani- 
ta didn't object since two of her 
brothers were ministers and one 
more in the family wasn't going to 
make much difference - except pos- 
sibly deciding who would pray at 
family reunions, 

Lindsey enrolled at the Southern 
Baptist seminary in New Orleans. 
Following seminary graduation in 
1953, he pastored several churches 
in the extreme southern part of Ala- 
bama before going to Montgomery 
in 1970. He stayed there until 1978 
when he was called to Jackson Way 
at the recommendation of Dr. Hud- 
son Baggett, editor of The Alabama 
Baptist newspaper.

In order to communicate with or give 
commands to the computer a language 
called BASIC is used. For instance typ 
ing in the word LIST tells the computer 
to bring back to the monitor sereen all 
the programs currently listed in the main 
memory, The word RUN tells the com 
puter to execule the program that has 
been selected from the memory. The 
word NEW tells the computer thal a new 
program is to be started, The word 
*RINT is used to skip lines and to dis 
play values of arithmetic expressions. A 
semicolon causes the information to be 
printed in columns and it also causes the 
next PRINT instruction to continue on 
the same line without skipping 4 space 
when adding to the end of a PRINT in 
struction. The word TAB moves the cur 
sor to the right of its last position, When 
TAB is added to the PRINT instruction, 
it spaces over toward the right ten spaces 
and prints vertically. A comma tells the 
computer to skip over to the next instruc 
tion before printing the contents to. the 
right of the comma.

Students presented a GMC pick- 
up truck they are adapting to run on 
natural gas to compete in the Natural 
Gas Vehicle Challenge, a national 
contest being sponsored by General 
Motors June 7-12 in Detroit. 

The contest will test the engineer- 
ing skills of 24 university in the 
United States and Canada and will 
compare the converted trucks for 
emissions, fuel economy, reliability, 
coldstart and ease of driving, cargo 
carrying, acceleration and pulling 
power. GM will integrate new ideas 
generated from the contest into its 
developments of alternative fuel ve- 
hicles. 

The winning teams will receive 
trophies, $10,000 in cash, and grants 
for improving engineering education 
at their schools. 

“As the world's attention is turned 
to a crisis in the Middle East that 
threatens petroleum supplies, it is a 
good time to be looking at cleaner, 
moré’ plentiful sources of fuel," said 
UA President Roger Sayers. 

"It is particularly appropriate that 
the University of Alabama be in- 
volved in the Natural Gas Vehicle 
Challenge because Tuscaloosa 
County is in the midst of a methane 
boom, where rich reserves are literal- 
ly under our feet." 

UA students made the first cut in 
the competition by submitting a win- 
ning proposal to receive one of the 
24 pickup trucks GM is donating to 
competing universities. 

UA's white 3/4 ton GMC Sierra 
pickup has been dubbed "MERV-2" 
for Methane Energy Research Vehi- 
cle-2." The firsts MERV was a uni- 
versity research boat carlier convert- 
ed to meihane. 

Faculty advisors for the project 
are Dr, Stuart Bell, associate profes- 
sor of mechanical engineering in the 
College of Engineering and an ex- 
pert in alternative fuels, and Dr. Joey: 
Parker, assistant professor of me- 
chanical engineering. 

"It appears now that natural gas 
offers an economic advantage over 
gasoline, as well as an environmen- 
tal advantage through lower emis- 
sions,” Bell said.

"just to get the truck to run, but to run 


well," added Parker. "The vehicle 
needs to run as well as a gasoline en- 
gine, but with much lower emission 
levels.

Lots of Letters 

As family members are being de 
ployed to the Middle East, families 
and couples must depend, primarily; 
on the mail to carry their thoughts 
and concerns to each other. 

Letter provide an important Way 
to keep communication open. Before 
separation tak ‘s place, decide how 
often you will write. This will help 
avoid disappoir. ment and define ex- 
pectations. Provide the departing 
person with writing materials so that 
they will be immediately available. 
Number each letter so that if-several 
arrive at the same time the person re- 
ceiving them will know the order in 
which they were written. 

Include notes from the children, if 
they are old enough to write, or if 
they can't write, have them draw a 
picture. School papers or report 

cards can keep an absent parent in 
touch with that aspect of their child's 
life. 

Share as many-of your thoughts 
and feelings as you can in your let- 
ters. Think through your problems 
and negative feelings before you put 
them on paper, While it isn't possible 
or realistic to be cheerful all the 
time, you may want to wait to tell 
your husband or wife about a prob- 
lem until youve had time to find a 
solution, Remember that your letter 
may not be read for weeks, and by 


the time it is read by your spouse the 
situation may by greatly improved, 
but he or she will have no way of 
Knowing that and it may cause undue 
worry, 
Returning Soldiers 

What kind of family adjustments 
can be expected when soldiers come 
home? When they do return to their 
families, it's normal for families to 
have some adjustments to make. 
Strains are especially likely between 
fathers and children

The 
growers contribution is $2.50 per 
ion, These funds are collected by the 
Alabama Deparunent of Agriculture 
at the peanut buying points. The as 
sociation is operated by a board of 
directors comprised of seventeen 
peanut prodycers. These directors

are elected by grower delegates from 
each of the major peanut-producing 
counties, 

The promotion of peanuts in the 
interest of the peanut farmer and the 
peanut industry is the primary fung- 
tion of the Alabama Peanut Produc- 
ers Association, These promotional 
activities extend from the State to 
National and on to International lev: 
els. Many of these projects, of 
course, are cooperative efforts with 
industry and other organizations.
